SiR.-I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  approval  a  revision  ,,f  Entom(,logi<al 
Circular  No.  4  entiled:    "Instructions  to  Importers  of    Trees.    Plants    and    other 
Nursorj-  Stock  into  Canada."    This  revision  lias  been  necessitated  by  the  recent  repeal 
by  Order  in  Council  on  the  4th  of  November  of  the  former  Regulations  and  the  snb- 
•titution  of  new  Regulations  arranged  in  three  sections :   General  Regulations.  Plant 
Dis.......  Rt-gulatious.  and  Insects  and  Pests  Regulations.     The  first  and  last  o'niy  are 

detailed  in  this  circular.  No  material  change  was  made  in  the  regulations  govcming 
the  importation  of  nursery  stock  and  the  fumigation  and  inspection  of  such  plants 

This  circular  has  been  prepared  by  me  for  the  guidance  of  persons  importing 
nursery  stock  of  various  classes  into  Canada.  Accordingly,  a  brief  explanation  of  the 
requirements  precedes  the  Regulations  under  The  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act  all 
of  which  are  duly  set  forth.

BXEMPTKD   PLANTS. 

Phiuts  which  are  exempt,  at  present,  from  the  impnrtution  regulations  and  whiili 
niuy  be  imported  into  Canada  at  any  time  and  througli  any  port  are:  Ilerbaceniis 
perennials,  herbaceous  bedding  plants,  bulbs,  cottonwood  from  Dal<ota  and  Minnesotn 
and.  when  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  greenhouse  plants.  (Insects  and  Pests  Regulj- 
tion  I,  .subsections  a  to  e.)  No  notice  of  the  impnrtntinn  of  these  exempted  clii>-(>«  of 
stock  is  required.

nrO  THE  IMPORTATION  OF  TREES,  PLANTS,  ETC ,  INTO  CANADA. 

INSECTS  AND  PESTS  REGULATIONS 

UNDER  THE  DESTBUCTIVF.  INSECT  AND  PEST  ACT. 

1.  Nursery  stock  including  all  (.rees,  shrubs,  pluiits.  vino*,  grafts, 
s.-ious.  cuttings  or  bud«  which  are  not  hereinafter  exempted,  enter- 
ing Canada  shall  be  imported  only  through  the  ports  and  during  the 
per    «h  respectively  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  i     to  say: 
Vanfouver,  B.C..  from  October  1  to  Ma^   1. 
Ninpura  Falls,  Ont..  from  October  1  to  May  15. 
Winnipeg.  Man..  North  Portnl,  Snsk..  and  St.  .Tohn.  N.B.. 
from    March    l.l   to   Ma>    IT.,   and   from    October   7   to 
December  7. 
Windsor.  Ont..  and  St.  .Tohns,  I'.Q..  from  March  15  to  May 
15,  and  woir.  September  '26  to  December  7 
At  these  points  of  entry  the  importations  shall  be  fumigated  in 
the  fumigation  houses  provided  for  that  purpiise.  and  a  certificate  of 
fumigation  will  be  issued,  without  which  no  stock  may  he  taken  out 
of  b^nd. 

All  nursery  stock  origiiinting  in  .Japan  or  in  any  one  of  the 
States  of  Vermont,  New  Hampshire.  Maine.  Massachu«.tts,  Connec- 
ticut and  Rhode  Island,  six  of  the  United  States  of  America,  shall, 
.ifter  fumigation,  be  subject  to  inspection  as  prr  .ided  by  ^^cctinn  IV 
of  these  regulations. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  following  ^  ,?«;tation  and  florists' 
stock  shall  be  exempt  from  fumigation  and  may  be  imported  at  any 
reason  of  the  year  through  any  port  without  inspection: —

II.  The  port  by  which  it  is  intended  that  the  nursery  stock  shall 
I'liter  shall  be  clearly  stated  on  each  package,  and  all  shipments  made 
in  accordance  with  these  regulations  will  be  entirely  at  the  risk  of 
the  sliippers  or  consignees,  the  Oovemmeni  assuming  no  responsi- 
bility whatever. 

III.  All  persons  importing  nnrwry  stock  subject  to  inspec- 
tion, except  such  as  is  exempt  under  section  1  of  the  Begnlations, 
shall  give  notice  to  the  Dominion  Entomologist,  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Ottawa,  within  five  days  of  despatching  the  order 
for  the  same.  This  notice  shall  inchide  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
nature,  quantity  and  the  points  of  origin  and  destination;  of  the 
stock,  the  name  of  the  consignor  and  of  the  consignee,  and  the  name 
of  the  transportation  company  or  eompanios  carrying  the  stock.  A 
second  notification  shall  be  sent  to  the  Dominion  Entomologist  by 
the  importer  immediately  on  the  arrival  of  the  stock  at  its  final 
destination.  Notice  shall  also  be  given  by  all  transportation  com- 
panies, custom  ho>ise  brokers  and  other  persons  importing  or  bring- 
ing into  Canada  nursery  stock  that  is  subject  to  inspection,  as  here- 
inafter provided,  immediately  such  a  r.insignment  is  received  by 
them. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  nursery  stock  importeil  into 
the  province  of  British  Cohmibia  by  residpnts  of  that  province. 

IV.  Nursery  stock,  not  including  such  stock  as  is  exempt  under 
I  of  these  regulations,  originating  in  Euroi>e,  shall  be  imported  only 
tiirough  the  ports  and,  with  the  exception  of  St.  John,  N.B.,  during 
the  ijcriods  specified  under  section  T  for  stock  requiring  fumigation, 
with  the  addition  of  the  ports  of  Halifax,  N.S.,  Sherbrooke,  P.Q., 
and  Montreiil,  P.Q.,  through  which  ports,  and  also  the  port  of  St. 
.lohn,  N.B.,  such  European  stock  may  enter  from  September  ITi  to 
May  15.     Such  European  nursery  stock,  and  s\ieh  other  imported 


vejrctation  ng  the  ifinister  may  detprmino,  enteririR  Ciinnda,  (hall  be 
exempt  from  fumigation,  but  ihall  be  inipected,  either  at  the  port 
of  entry  or  at  iti  destination  to  which  it  may  be  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed, but  in  the  latter  caie  it  muit  not  be  unpacked  except  in 
the  pretence  of  an  inspector.

VII.  Forest  plant  products,  including  logs,  tan  bark,  posts,  poles, 
railroad  ties,  cordwood  and  lumber  originating  in  any  one  of  the 
States  of  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut  and 
Rhode  Island,  five  of  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  not  be 
admitted  into  Canadii  unless  such  forest  plant  products  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have  been  inspected 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  found  free 
from  the  Gipsy  Moth.  Each  shipment  shall  be  accompanied  by  such 
an  inspection  certificate  and  the  certificate  shall  accompany  the  bill 
of  lading,  wry-bills  or  other  memoranda  pertaining  to  such  ship- 
ments. 

The  importation  of  coniferous  trees  such  as  spruce,  fir,  liemlock, 
pine,  juniper  (cedar)  and  arbor-vita-  (white  cedar)  or  foliage  there- 
of, and  decorative  plants  such  as  holly  and  laurel  known  and  des- 
cribed as  "  Christmas  jireens  or  greenery,"  from  the  States  of  Maine, 
Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire.  Connecticut  and  Uhode  Island  ia 
prohibited.

THE  DESTRUCTIVE  INSECT  AND  PEST  ACT. 

9-10  EDWARD  VII. 

Chap.  31. 

An  Act  to  Prevent  the  Intboduction  or  Spreading  of  Insects, 
Pests  and  DrsEASEa  Destructive  to  Vegetation. 

(Assented  to  May  Jf,  1910.) 

His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  .><i.uit  title. 
Act. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  "  the  Min-  "Minister" 
ister  ■'  means  "  the  Minister  of  Agriculture."  I'eflned. 

3.  The  Governor  in  Ccjncil  may  make  siicli  regulations  as  are  Heguiation*. 
deemed  expedient   to  prevent  the   introduction   or  admission   into 

Canada,   or   the   spreadinp   therein,   of   any    inscet,   ]icst   or  disease 
destructive  to  vegetation. 

4.  Such  regulations  may  provide, — 

(a)  for  the  prohibition  generally,  or  from  any  particular  country 
or  place,  of  the  introduction  or  admission  i  o  Canada  of  any  vege- 
table or  other  matter  likely  to  introduce  any  such  insect,  pest  or 
disease ; 

(b)  the  terms  oi"  conditions  upon,  and  the  places  at  which  any 
pjch  vegetable  or  other  matter  mjy  be  introduced  or  admitted  into 
Canada ; 

(c)  for  the  iroatmpit  and  manner  of  treatment  to  be  given  to 
any  vogetntion,  vegptuble  matter  or  premise^  in  order  to  prevent 
ihe  spreading  of  any  such  insect,  pest  or  Jiseaso,  and  may  prescribe 
whether  such  tieatraent  shall  be  given  by  the  owner  or  by  a  person 
appointed  for  such  purpose; 

(d)  for  the  destruction  o  crop,  tree,  bush  or  other  vegeta- 
tion or  vegetable  matter  or  con.  miners  thereof  infested  or  suspected 
to  be  infested  with  any  such  insect,  pest  or  disease: 

(e)  for  the  granting  of  compensation  for  any  such  crop,  tree, 
bush  or  other  vegetation  or  (containers  thereof  ?o  destroyed,  such 
compensation  not  to  exceed  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  the  matter 
destroyed  and  to  be  granted  only  by  the  GoviTunr  in  Council  upon 
the  recommendation  of  tht  Minister; 

(/)  for  the  i)rohiliition  of  the  sale  of  any  vegetable  matter  in- 
fected with  iin.y  such  insect,  pest  or  disease;

(g)  that  the  occupier  of  the  premises  on  which  is  discovered 
any  such  insect,  pest  or  disease  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Minister 
and  shall  also  send  specimens  of  such  insect,  pest  or  disease; 

(h)  for  the  confiscation  'jf  any  vegetable  matter  and  the  con- 
tainer thereof.  "  any,  iii  respect  of  wl  ich  n  breach  of  this  Act,  or 
any  regulation  made  thereunder,  i'^  committed,  and  jfenwally  for 
liny  other  purpose  which  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  carrying  out 
this  Act.  whether  such  other  regulations  are  of  the  kind  enumerated 
in  this  section  or  not. 

5.  The  Minister  may  appoint  inspectors  and  other  officers  for 
carryiuR  out  this  Act  a'  '  the  regulations  made  thereunder. 

2.  Such  appointments,  if  not  confirmed  by  the  Oovrrnnr  in 
rouiicil  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  thereof,  shall  lapse  and  cease 
to  be  valid. 

6.  Any  inspector  or  other  officer  so  appointed  rnay  enter  any 
place  or  premises  in  which  he  has  reason  to  believe  there  exists  any 
such  insect,  pest  or  disease,  and  may  talr?  specimens  thereof  and 
also  of  any  vegetable  matter  infested  or  suspected  of  being  infested 
there  wUh. 

7.  The  Minister,  upon  the  report  of  any  inspector  setting  forth 
a  reasonable  belief  of  the  existence  of  any  such  insect,  pest  or 
diseiisc  in  any  area  defined  in  such  report,  may  prohibit  the  removal 
from  such  area  or  the  movement  therein  of  any  vegetation,  vege- 
table or  other  matter  which,  in  his  opinion,  is  likely  to  result  in  the 
spread  of  s;ich  insect,  pest  or  disease. 

8.  Every  person  who  contravenes  any  provision  of  this  Act,  m 
miy  regulation  made  thereunder,  shall  be  liable,  upon  summary 
conviction,  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  to 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  to  both  fine 
iinu  imprisonment.  Any  vegetable  or  other  matter  imported  or 
brought  into  Canada  contrary  to  this  Act,  or  to  any  regulation  made 
thereunder,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown. 

9.  Every  order  in  council  and  regulation  made  under  this  Act 
shall  be  published  in  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  shall  be  laid  by  the 
Minister  before  Parliament  within  fifteen  days  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  then  next  session. 

10.  The  I'^an  Jost'  Scale  Act  is  repealed.
